W ires Are Down in Stricken Districts 


and Communication Virtually Is Im­ 


possible— Another Cyclone in Mis­ 


souri Kills Four Persons and Does 


Much Damage. 


St. 
Ixniis, 
Ju n e I. — Seventy-eight 
persons were 
killed in the 
tornado 
which swept through several counties 
in Southeast Missouri and Southern 
Illinois Wednesday, according to dis­ 
patches received from various sources. 
Hundreds were injured and 
prop­ 
erty loss was enormous. 
W ires are 
down in the 
storm swept 
districts 
and communication virtually is impos­ 
sible. 
The greatest loss of life was at /al 
ma, u village in Bollinger county, .Mis­ 
souri, where it was reported by tin 
Globe-Democrat correspondent at Mar 
bit; 
H ill twenty live lives were lost 
and 200 injured. 
This report was taken to Marble 
H ill by a physician, who said lie Is 
certain bis estimate of the dead Is 
conservative. 
There is no communication wiih / a l­ 
ma. except overland, and tho roads are 
almost Impassable. 
Fourteen 
persons 
were 
reported 
killed near Chunnia In Wayne county, j 
three ut Ardeola. three at Aquilla, tw o f 
at Salem, one ut l*enox, four ai Don 
go la. one at Advance, one at Bismarck 
and several or those hurt at Mineral 
Point dUd, the total dead there now 
being placed at nine; two at Erode 
rlcktown, six at Success aud three at 
Licking. 
Four negroes were killed in South­ 
ern Illinois. 
The storm in Missouri 
was most severe iii Bollinger, Scott, 
W ayne and Washington counties. 
Several persons also were killed in 
a tornado which swept over the Piney 
river section of Texas county, fifteen

The department of justice is pro­ 
ceeding on tile theory that the de­ 
parture from American soil of un> 
citizen subject to the draft is an eva­ 
sion of the law 
It iv as revealed that steps already 
have been taken to prevent such de 
nurtures and 
that attempts 
at this 
form of evasion will he met by vigor 


ohs measures. 
Discussing reports that many young 
men are leaving the country to avoid 
military service Secretary Baker said 
Lo does not believe “ any substantial 
number of Am ericans” will take that 
course. 


Evasion Only Temporary. 


He added that the law is of sinh 
vigor that It will be found that any 
evasion gained in this way is only 
temporary. 
Secretary Baker called upon Briga­
